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Yeltsin Dismisses Hard-Liners

MOSCOW — In a dramatic Kremlin 
power stmggte. President Boris N. 
Yeltsin removed three hard-Unexs from 
his letinne on Thursday, including his 
secret p(dice chief, his diief bodyguard, 
and a deputy prime minister. 

The disrmsals followed a bizarre 
fw flfnighr ccinfitHitation that Yeltsin 
supporters said hadlieen tbe first stage 
in a plan to mbotage the Russian faes- 
idenfedelectixL-

India Suddenly Raises a Hurdle to Test Ban Treaty

■ negotiations. But the Indian move raises 
titej wgsahilhy that fee treaty may never 
go into force.

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Steffi Graf and Her Father / What Did She Know? 


A Taxing Time for the Tennis World’s Top Woman

world. And she is fabulously wealthy — a

she will t^ to the court Imowing chat her 
father’s trial on tax firaud charges looms in early 
S^t ^ ber. and that prosecuttns are still de- 
batiog whether she is merely a witness or should 
join him in die dock as a defendanL 

What did she know about Peter GraTs activ- 
ities as her manager and financial investor, and 
whw did she know it? Those questions have 
been hang in g over Miss GraTs head for more 
than a year and are likely to linger at least a few 
motemondis. 

Peter Graf has been in a Mannheim jail since 
August, undergoing treatment for drug and al- 
cohol (tependence and denied bail bemuse the 
audiorities fear be will flee the country. The Graf 
family tax adviser, also accused of tax evasion, 
has been jailed since S^jtember. In April the two 
men were indicted on charges of defrauding the 
German government of 19.6 miUion Deutsche 
marks ($13 mUlion) in income tax; tax fraud in 
Germany carries a maximum sentence of 10 
years in prison. 

At the time the tax business exploded last 
summer, Steffi Graf bad paid ^proximaiely 
$6.6 mrUion in taxes during a 13-year career. 
That amounted to 7 percent of her income in a 
country where the tax bracket is 53 percent 
(in the past year, however, she has deposited $14 
mUlion with the tax authorities). She has long 
maintained Ignorance of her own financial af- 
fairs. an assertion her fadier supports, and that 
denial has kept indictment at toy even as the 
investigation continues. 

“The allegations agauist Steffi Graf, that she 
was aware of tax tnaiupuiatioa, have not 
changed.’’ PeterWechsung, the chief prosecutor 
in Mannheim, said in a tel^thooe interview. . 
“But thus far we have no evidence to justify 
bringmg chmges against her. ' ’

A lthough the Graf affair has stirred 
some resentment that one of the na- 
tion's richest citizens managed to 
avoid paying her fair share, the pre- 
vailing reaction tore seems to be sympaAy for 
the tennis star. Partly that reflects adnuration for 
a young woman woo has displayed grace and 
grit; p^y it reflects disgruntlement at the coun- 
try 's tax burden. 

Yet new accounts of the affair, including a 
biography of Steffi Graf published last week and 
an article In Der Spiegel magazine, nuse further 
questions about her assertions of victimized ig- 
norance. They provide not only new details 
about the tax matter, but also insights into the 
upbringing of a tennis prodigy und^ the severe 
tutelage of an avaricious, exploitative father.

Several senior cult officials have im- 
plicated their leader in plazming the 
slayings, but Mr. Asahara's lawyers 
said there was insufficient evidence.

Boris Yeltsin's appointment of a 
former rival as national security chief 
can be seen on one level as an electoral 
ploy, and a sensible one. Alexander 
Leb^ 46, a retired general, finished 
third in first round of Russia's 
presidential voting on Sunday, and his 
support could be crucial to President 
Yeltsin's fortunes against his Coni' 
munist rival in the second round about 
two we^ frcmn now. 

But the appointment of Mr. Lebed to 
a newly created position overseeing 
the police and military also bears on a 
second Yeltsin term, if he is re-elected. 
Tlie former paratrooper and Afghan 
veteran is tough-talking, cocky and 
self-confident — in some ways a 
younger version of Mr. Yelisin, 65. 
( Ask^ if he would now campaign for 
Mr. Yeltsin, the fonner general 
grow]^, *‘Do I resemble, even re- 
mmely. an entertainer?”) He has 
talked about the need to restore order, 
at times without much con- 

cern for constitutional niceties. 

Mr. Ldied has vinually no record 
outside the military but has been more 
dian the caricature of a would-be mil- 
itaiy dictator that his detraaors draw. In 
his run for the presider^, he assembled 
an impressive economic twain trust and 
^poke out for free market reforms. He 
split from the military establishment in 
raising no objections to NATO expan- 
sion in Einc^ and in strongly con- 
demning the war in Chechnya. Unlike 
Q^'s Augusto Knochet, adefender of 
the status quo, he has been Russia's 


Netanyahu Reassures 


Prime Minister Benunun Netanyahu 
is sensibly reaching for the center in 
Israeli politics, despite effects by some 
allies to tug him off course. Afrer un- 
veiling a moderate and pragmatic set of 
poli^ guidelines for ms new govem- 
meoL he has tried to allocate cabinet 
seats among his Ukud, religious arul 
immigrant party coalition partners with 
an eye to minimizing the role of hawkish 
ideologues and religious fundamental- 
ists. If he holds to this course, he could 
ONitribute to recoacUialion of a sharply 
divided socieQr that gave him only the 
slimmest of dectoral edges over his 
Labor Par^ rival, Shimon Peres. 

Tte new government promises to re- 
spect personal liberties vriiile reinfcM-- 
ong Jewish religious identity at home, 
and cooimits itself to a ‘"search for 
genume peace with all our neighbors 
while Ra frg ii girHng national anH per- 
sonal security.” Keeping faith wifo 
these sometimes conflicting go^ will 
not be easy. But incluthng conciliasory 
language in the government program is 
a ^ocane gesture to secular Israelis 
une^ about foe strength of relimous 
parties la the new governing coaliiioa 
and Arab neighbors worried that Mr. 
Netanyahu's campaign rhetoric poiten- 
ded an end to serious peace diplomacy. 

The government's program proposes 
frsfoer talks whb foe I^lestinians, 
provided they fuj^ existing security 
coaunibnents. It reiterates Im. Netan- 
yahu's opposition to Palestinian state- 
hood. his suj^xMt for adfotional Jewish 
settlements and his commitment to un- 
divided Isradi ccmonol of Jerusalem, but 
wifo enou|h flexibility to leave room 
for serious oegtKiatioas. The first test 
will be setting a date for partial Israeli 
withdrawal aom HebroiL 

The guidelines assert continued Is- 
raeli sovereignty over the Golan 


Heights as foe basis for a peace ar- 
rangement with Syria. But they also 
offer aegtmatioas with Syria “without 
preconditions.'* and Freeign Minister 
Ctevid Levy has be^ lali&g of will- 
ingness to compromise in the search fm* 
a mutually acceptable middle ground. 

On leU^ous matters, Mr. Netan- 
yahu's coalition partners will press for 
extending Sabbath closing laws and 
dianges in the composition ^ Jewish 
governing and advisory councils. But 
die new government's most important 
commitment is to “retain foe status 
quo* ' on most issues defining foe power 
of religious law over orctinafy life. 

Mr. Netanyahu felt compeUttl to 
offer a new and potentially powerful 
cabinet job to Ariel Sharon, the hawk- 
ish former general and defease min- 
ister. As nunister for infrastTucaire, he 
would have authority over land issues, 
military industries and West Bank 
roads. Mr. Sbsuon has not decided 
whether to accept 

Mr. Netanyahu also selected Rafael 
Eytan, a hard-line rightist as one of 
ili^ depuiy prime mimsters. Bmh 
these choices are uoseoling, and the 
new prime minister will to re- 
strain foese men from driving gov- 
ernment policy in extreme directions. 

Other cabinet appointments look 
more promiring. Mr. Levy, the foreign 
minister, is a Ukud modotoe. Yitzhak 
Mon^hai, the conservative former 
gene^ chosen as defease minister, is 
relmively new to electoral politics. 
David Ivri, who was a close adviser to 
Yitzhak Rabin, will head a new na- 
tional security council. 

Mr. Netanyahu's first days in office 
have been encouragin|. Apart from a 
few questionable appomcmeacs, be has 
made a sensible and sensitive start

The Japanese Way 


Cal Ripken set a world baseball re- 
cord on June 14 for consecutive games 
played, beaxning. finally, the true and 
undisputed Iron Man. Last September he 
had surpassed Yankee gram Lou 
Gehrig’s mark of 2.130. Americans 
treated foat milestone as a historic event 
But quietly sitting in Japan was Saefaio 
Kinuga^ who from 1970 to 1987 
play^ in 2,215 sliaight games for the 
Hiroshima Carp. On June 13 Mr. Ripken 
equaled that mark, as Mr. Kini^asa 
watched appreciatively from the stands. 

The quality of Japanese ball may fall 
a shade short of the U.S. major league 
norm, but the endurance skills required 
to set Mr. Kinugasa’s mark were no 
less. Jqianese teams play fewer games, 
which means less wear but more years. 
And major leaguers in America would 
sneer at the fanatic level of exercise 
and conditioning that Japanese ball- 
players consider routine. 

Kinug asa played with the flu. 
and he playm with broken bones. Al- 
though be never discussed it, he played 
under a social stigma in homogen^s 


Japan, since his father was an American 
GI who bad abandoned the family. Like 
Mr. Ripken's, his conmutment to the 
game was legend^ — he practiced his 
swing before a nurror for an hour each 
night And tike Mr. Ripken, be always 
insisted foat foe iron-man record was 
simply a by-product “the natural out- 
come of my detennination to play.” 

What makes this last RifAen mile- 
stone so fitting is that it eTnjfoasizes the 
very Japanese-ness of foe grace be has 
bestow^ on American baseball. When 
he bad to be pushed out ofthedugoutto 
take his victory lap last Septemb^, the 
sincerity of 1^ self'effacement was 
obvious to all. Mr. Ripken's work eth- 
ic, his team pride, his fitting spirit — 
foese are all qualities that w. Kinu- 
gasa can understand. 

And so periuqis it is right aiKl proper 
that when Mr. Ripken finally broke 
the world record, it was wifo a min- 
imum of fanfare and public attentiaa. 
That was the Japanese way to do it and, 
we sensed, just fine wifo ^ Ripken.

Violence Doesn’t Serve Ireland

D ublin — T he bomb that 
caused more than 200 ci- 
vilian casualties in Manches- 
ter, England, last Saturday 
represented a triunqfo of ig- 
norance over experience. 

I was active 
in foe Irish Republican ^rmy 
for five years, having jenned 
when I was only IS.

Ireland. I bad been taught that 
with the sacrifice of blood, we 
w^d force foe British out of 
Ireland forever. My childhood 
heroes ^'ere foe “ex«xited 
patriots” foe British called 
"crim^ terrorists.” 

1 wanted to be like titein. 
My crowning “gloiy ” came 
wifo foe single-handed bomb- 
London in the summer 0 f 
1^, using time bomte and 
letter bombs. (Ihere were no 
deaths.) Oaoe mailed explosive 
got into 10 Downing Street 
foat 1 received personal 
congraiulaiitxis from foe 
IRA’s diief of staff 
A few years later, after 
many more bombs, 1 voted for 
the cease-fire wifo foe Britirii 
that last^ into the summer of 
1975. During tiuu time 1 was 
arrested and tried, and I began 


serving more than 14 years in 
a British {^isoo. 

1 was for foe truce because I 
was begimung to see that re- 
volutionary violence — ex- 
alted in songs and literature, 
commemorated in bronze and 
stone — was tire worst of all 
possible tools in a pt^tical 
conflict It brings sew m- 
j^ces: killii^ maiming and 
civil ri^is vxolaticas. It un- 
dermines the nobility and 
morality of foe cause of Ire- 
land's freedom. 

1 thought before the recent 
peace negotiations that both 
sides bad agreed fotpu^ coD- 
ci«e experience foat mutual 
violence had had hs day. That 
after 25 years of bombs and 
ballets, arrests and assasstn- 
ations, we had learned that we 
should talk our way to peace. 
Why bomb anymore?

To deny the existence of any relation- 
ship between the cmient giidemic of ar- 
s(» and fee broader context in 

which it unfolds is to both history and 

common sense. Ite two men arrest^ for 
btuning ite Greeleyville, South Carolina, 
church rededicated by Mr. Clinton, for 
example, were frequently seen at Chris- 
tian Knights rallies, where they heard 
black ciuirches denounccxl as training 
grounds for blacks applying for welfare 
ben^ts. The words diange but the song 
remains the same. 

If history teaches us anything, it is that 
events unfold in contexts, and feat nee 
relatii^ in particular, are exnaordinarily 
sensitive to changes in the economic and

N ew YORK —• ‘This is a sad 
day,** said the smoky-voiced 
aimounoer on WBGO, the Ne- 
wark, New Jersey, jazz station, 
just around nudmght Saturday. 

But no one 
was sad for too l<»g. because the 
radio was soon bopping with die 
sound of “Mack die luufe,” as 
sung by Ella Fitzgerald wife mad- 
cap, improvised lyrics in place of

the wads that famously slipp^ 
her mind at a concert in Benin 
m 1960. 

“Mack the Knife,” as written 
by Kurt WeiR and Bertolt Brecht 
for “The Threepenny Opera,’* 
was first sung in Balia m the 
1920s; it exud^ Old Wmid 
icism and irony. Not as Ella 
Htzgerald sang it, though. If this 
woman was fee greatest Amer- 
ican singer, it was in part because 
she could mm any song into an 
oxygen rush of bouncing melody 
that reached the listener's ears as 
pure, untroubled joy — fee eter- 
nally young sound of a young 
country. 

This is one reason tiiat her 
death wasn't {xecisely a cue for 
mourning; even a melancholy 
Htzgerald periormance of “My 
Funny Vatentine” has a buoyant 
inner core, in fee form of crys- 
talling musicianship, that seems 
incompatible wife grief. In real 
life, ntzgeiald had woes: a van- 
ish^ fafeer, a mcriier who died 
young, an abusive stepfather. As 
a girl in Harlem, she knew scoun- 
drels as low as any in “Three- 
penny Opera”; she worked for a 
numbers runner and as a lookout 
at a bordello. 

Yet none of her autobiography 
found its way into her music — 
and little of it into the papers. 
Unlike pop icons from Sinatra to 
Madonna, Fit^erald didn’t turn 
her private life into a melodra- 
matic sideshow fa public ctm- 
sumptioQ. Nor, as might be ex- 
pect^ of the “First Lady of 
Song,” did she create a saintly 
offi^ persona to be trotted out 
for self-promotion on magarine 
spreads and TV talk shows. Her 
shyness was not an affiretatioo; 
her qinming of glamour was not 
an acL In tins way and tins way 
only — Ella Htzgerald departed 
so ladicaUy from the riiow-busi- 
ness norm that she could almost 
be called un-American. 

As an aitist, however, she is 
American song, in fee same way 
that Jerome Km once said that 
Irving Berlin is American music. 
In the songbook series she began 
recording for Norman Granz at 
Verve in 1956, sbe performed a 
cultural transaction as extraordi- 
nary as Elvis’s coniemporaneous 
integiatiaa of white and African- 
American soul; Here was a bladt 
woman popularizing urban songs 
often written by immigrant Jews 
to a national audience of pre- 
dominantly white Christians. As 
Ira Gershwin said, in fee line 


quoted in every obituary, “1 nev- 
er knew how ^od our songs were 
until I beard EUa Htzgerrid sing 
them.” Most of fee rest of us 
didn’t know, either. By the time 
she had gone thiou^ the entire 
canon, songs that had been pi- 
geonholed as show tunes or jazz 
novelties or faded relics of Tin 
Pan Alley had become American 
classical music, the property and 
pride of everyone. 

Cte Sunday on WQEW, fee an- 
nouncer was speaking of those 
songbooks when be called 
Htz^rald “a great teacher.” 
Sunday hai^Ded to be Father’s 
Day, and I flashed back to age 7, 
wfa^ my father brought home

the first of fee songbooks — two 
LPs of Cole Porter — and first 
instructed me in a passion tiiat I 
never outgrew. 

“Passion” may sound like an 
odd word when talking about 
Htzgerald: it was said she didn't 
hit & emotional depths of Billie 
Holiday or Judy Galand. Eulo- 
gies this week sometimes turn tiie 
teacher into a s^oolmaim, wife 
tteir memories of her perfect dic- 
tion, pitch, timing and technique. 
But if Htzgerald's singing was 
really that distanced, classi- 
cism feat Bach-like, why is it so 
moving? Why does she always 
sound so fresh? Why has the pop- 
ularity of her recordings re- 
main^ intact, no maaer what the 
prevailing musical fashion, over 
the past 40 years? 

It’s not j^t that her singing is 
beautiful. It is also liberating, 
transporting us into a realm of 
pleasure teyood all barriers, 
whether of race and age, of jazz 
and pop, of high art a^ low, or 
even, when she floats into scat, of 
language. That timelessness wiU 
never fade. It’s when you start 
to wonder if our increasingly 
balkanized and contentious coun- 
try could ever agam produce a 
voice as unifying in spirit and 
universal in appeal as EUa 
Htzgerald’s that you realize a 
glorious time in our culnne's his- 
tory. not just a remarkable wo- 
man. has passed.

Brown 
clo^y analyzes the ways fee 
Gorbariiev years confinned or 
under min ed political-science 
dieories about the transftxni- 
ation of authoritarian systems 
into more democratic ones. 
Though be starts at the be- 
ginning of Gorbachev's life 
and career. Brown cannot stick 
to a chronological account, 
and is soon jijm{nng forward 
and back to make his analyt- 
ical points, whether ornot tiiey 
fit a literary story line. 

His main argument is that 
Gmhachev perscxially — fee

— made possible tiie epochal 
events of 1985 to 1991. 

Yes, he was ajKoduct of his 
and Brown does a fine 
job of showing how many of 
tbe ideas Gorbachev ex- 
ploited grew up in the last

destined. Brown argues con- 


vincingly, and no other mem- 
ber of fee Soviet hierarchy 
chosen to succeed the hapless 
Konstantin U. Chernenko in 
Marrii of 1985 would have or 
could have followed the 
course Gorbachev took.

Only 
Gorbachev could lead the 
party to accept tiie demise of 
its own “leading role.” re- 
placing the party-run state he 
inberitM wife a new govem- 
ment based on votes of cit- 
izens in contested elections. 

Brown is p^cularly elo- 
quent in dinnissing tbe ar- 
gument that fee end of the 
Cold War and the collapse of 
communism in Eastern 
Europe were somehow the in- 
evitable consequences of 
Ronald Reagan’s policies. 
Brown, acarefii] and thought- 
ful analyst, appreciates the 
ambiguity of human motiv- 
ation and the contradictory 
impulses feat can reside in a 
single human being. But he is 
not a novelist, nor curious in a 
psychologica] sense about his 
main character, and he makes 
no real contributim to under- 
standing the real Gorb^faev 
miracle — that such a man 
could appear at all after a ca- 
reer of several decades as an 
apparatchik of the Soviet 
Communist Party. 

We will have to wait for 
that explanatirm, and wait

UNITED NATIONS, New York — 
UN weapons monitors have destroyed a 
huge Iraqi weapons plant used to man- 
utoture botulism, anthrax and other 
germ-warfare agents, the United Nations 
announced Thursday. 

A UN video of the destruction showed 
workers dynamiting buildings, smash- 
ing equipment with trucks and spraying 
water on chemicals. The destruction 
began last month and ended Thursday. 

“It is a dangerous site because it is 
specially designed for the production of 
biologj^ weapons." Rolf Ekeus. the 
chief weapons monitor, told United Na- 
tions Television. 

Monitors said Iraq cooperated in the 
plant's destruction, and the video 
showed inspectors watching as Iraqi 
workers smashed equipmenL 

Iraq said last week that it would no 
longer allow UN inspectors into sens- 
itive bases suspected of housing material 
related to its banned weapons programs. 
The UN has demanded unrestricted ac- 
cess to sites, and hfr. Ekeus is currently 
in Baghdad to discuss the future of the 
mission. 

UN monitors are ordered to dismantle 
Iraqi fxograms for producing long-range 
missiles and chemical, biological and 
nuclear weapons. 

llie UN has said it will not lift the 
crushing economic emiiargo it imposed 
against Iraq after Ba^idad's 19W in- 
vasion of Kuwait until Iraq frilly co- 
operates with the monitors.

We passed the ractmesque moantam vil- 
lage of Lalm — afew nooses, a tingjle church — 
tttid entered a n^jon that was a center of res- 
istance-to Venetmos, Tzda and, during Worid 
War E, Germans. 

After about an hour and a quarter, we came to 
the Omalos Plateaii tmd village, a hamlet of two 
n duee tavemas where we ate a quids hreakfest 
as we aihiitfed die view of die Lenka Oil's 
Idghnt peak, ^hxies (8E42 feet or about 2A50 
meters ), dien got back ondie bus and drove five 
minofes to Xiloskalo, die ofBdal enny point 
Just before 8 AJll, George waved os aO off, 
saying '*TakB yoor time, fine, see you later 
in the gorge.” We lingered at die top, taking in 
the spectacular view m die massive, crenelated 
face of Gtn^os <6,834feet), direedy of^iosile, 
and the mqi that showed the seven zest ste^. By 



the time we started down, the 22 odier people 
fiom our poup were out of sight 

It took us about an hour and a 1^ to reach the 
riverbed at die botnini of the gorge. At first the 
path down is incredibly steep and rocl^. ff you 
like great heights and sheer drops, diis part 
would be thrilling. But the most treacherous 
stretches are well fenced, the padi is wide 
enough, and as mon as you start the view of the 
cliffs towering above you is amazing. 

After about 15 wrmnt^ the path became less 
steep and die gc^g imich easier. Huge ^press 
trees ding to & side of die mpimrafn and shad e 
die padL Pink oleander Noomed everywhere and 
the ignAeeapff was suzpriszDgly hish. 

We readied Nenztsico, the fiist rest stop, still 
on the WM down to the riverbed, ato about 45 
mintdes. Like die other rest stops, it was a little 
oasis, widi hom^-y^-m cypresses, 
benches, a water doset and incredibly cold fiesh 


qiring water gashing down into a stone foun- 
tain. Small baoerfUes. vividly patterned in yel- 
■'low Nack and white, fluted roouL 

Again, the nirned steep and rocky. We 
clutbbed die c^dren’s hands and watchro our 
feeL Progress was slow. My daughter grew 
imparigwf She wanted to know wbra we were 
gomg to get to climb over the rocks in the stream, 
as she seen in the pictures. 

After another rest stop and another 40 
minutes' waDdng, a great tumble of dry boulders 
made us think we Ziad reached the bottom, but the 
path veered off and continued down. 

Just beyond the three-kilometer inaik, we 
beard the rush of falling water. We were still 
splashing in the fast, i^ clear current when 
George cau^t up to us. lie stopped to ask if we 
were all right Temfic. we grinned, and he levied 
off. having reminded us to keep an ^e out for the 
kri-kri, big-homed mountain goat, almost 
extinct, that is |uotected in the gorge. The path 
now fiilZowed the Tarraios River, crossizig back 
and forth over partly submerged ste ppin g sttxies 
and boulders. 

T hree and a half hours into the trek, we 
cnxssed back over the riverbed on a 
wooden footbridge and entered Samaria 
Village. The settlement dates fiom the 14th 
centtny and was a bastion of Christianity during 
die long Tiitidsh occupation. It was emptied of its 
few femaining restdents when the oa&ooal park 
was created. Its andent buildings now house the 
warden's quarters. &st-aid statimi and toilets. 

We sat, shaded by fig trees, and ate small 
yellow plums that lodcro like yellow cherry 
tomames, which George liad slmi^ with us. Ac 


12:15, after a half-hour break, we resumed our 
hike. Just outside the village, we came to die 
1379 church of Osia Maria, for which die gorge 
is named. 

UDftUD ¥nTH CAVES The gorge began to nar- 
row significantly. The path merged with dry 
riverb^ and it was lots of fim, as well as hard 
work, to scramble over the boulders. The cliffs 
above us, riddled with caves, were monumentaL 
At 2 P.M., about six hours in the gotge, we 
came to the high point of the hike — die spec- 
tacular Iron Gales, or Sidheresportes. Here, die 
gotge narrows to 10 feet; the cliffs soar almost 
2,000 feet The water, which when we were diere 
was only about a foot deep but can rise much 
Ziightf, rushes through die narrow cooing for a 
distance of about 20 yards. An astonishin^y hot 
wind roars up from the far end of the gorge, 
stzaight firxD the Mediterranean and North 
Afii^ 200 miles away. We made our way over 
a brid^ of lashed logs and emerged into a 
widening valley. A gende, downward — but 
long and andclimacdc — walk took us in about 
45 minutes to the exit, where signs in a dozen 
languages announced that we had now readied 
the ezM of fee gorge. 

A man at a concession stand poured us ice 
water. It was another hot half-mile, through the 
middle of goat farms and p^ stands sellii^ 
diyme honey and a cb^l, with fee wind again 
roaring in our fece, to fee beach at Agia RoumeZi. 
We grabbed cold sodas and hit the aquamarine 
water.

Today it is fee cultural sde Vietnamese say 
they h(^ to visit; it is still a center of Buddhism 
and education. 

Now that >netZEon has begun to pun itself iqi 
fiom the poverty of its postwar period, it has 
turned its attention to^xeserving and other 
architectural sites, pmnaiily as a means of at- 
tracting tourist dollars. 


In February the government approved a $70

placing it among important hisuiric monuments 
worthy of protection. 

But tourists, potentially fee economic lifeline of 
Ihie, are a "two-sided coin,** said Thai Gong 
Nguyen, direcuv of fee Hue Monuments Con- 
servation Center. Now that fee threat of artillery 
^ is long gone, he said, diicmgs of tourists will 
present a thi^ to bofe fee monuments and to fee ■ 
contemplative atmosphere fe^ their boildess 
prized. 

Nguyen said that about 600,000 tourists vis- 


ited the site last year. 200.000 of them from 
overseas — estimates he said were somewhat 
hitler than those of tourism officials. But visits 
have fellen short of expectations, and many of 
the city 's new hotel rooms stand empty. 

Visits here will be made easier with the ex- 
pansion of the Hue airport. That expansion 
began in April, and the airport is to be closed at 
least ferou^ this month — meaning that visitors 
will have no choice bur to make one of the 
loveliest drives in the region, two hours up the 
misty coastline from Dai^g.

Cell Research Yields Important Clue in the Battle Against AIDS

WASHINGTON — Researcheis to 
Rve different laboratories have simul- 
taneously discovered one of the first* 
key steps by which the AIDS vims 
invades the ImmuneTsystem cells that 
ultimately become its victims. 

This unusual convergence of sci- 
entific efTcnrt will have no immediate 
efiect on the treatment of human im- 
munodeficiency vims infection, but it 
d^ expose yet another target for drup 
that may be synthesized in future. 

Four papers published this week — 
two in the journal Cell ai^ two in 
Nature — and one to be published next 
week in Science, all conclude that a 
"receptor" called CKR5 must exist on 


the surface of immune-system cells in 
order for the most common type of HIV 
to infect them. The newly described 
receptor s^^paiendy must exist along- 
side another one, called CD4, that bio- 
logists have lon^ known is essential for 
succes^ mvasion. 

To u nderstand the pew reseaidi, con- 
sider the immune-system cell to be a 
"mother shm" traveling in space, and 
an AIDS vims a small craft rendez- 
vousing with it 

The mother ship has a docking bay 
that is form-fitted to the small cra& 
C^y when the small craft is fumly in 
the bay and very stable does it open its 
hatcb^ and allow its crew to enter the 
laiger vessel. 

In this analogy, the docking bay is the 
cell-surface teceptor. The unloading of 


the crew represents the passage of viral 
genes from the HIV microbe to the 
human cell — the esseudal. iireveisible 
act of infection. 

CD4 is a receptor that exists on the 
two main targets of HIV infection — a 
family of cells called T-lympfaocytes. 
and anotiier family called macrophages. 
Immune-system cells with no CD4 re- 
ceptors on their surfaces canimt be in- 
fected by HIV. 

Numerous experiments, however, 
have suggested thm CD4 alone does not 
guarantee HIV infection of T-lyre{^- 
ocyies and macrofdiages. Some otter 
"co*receptor" seems to be necessary.

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France Leads the Way in Investigations of Grievances

PARIS — Gilbert Bourdin wears a 
winged crown, calls himself Lord Man- 
aiah the Cosmic Messiah and lives with 
his foUowers in what ttey describe as 
the Holy City of Mandar'om on a moun- 
taintop in southern France. 

From dme to time, loudspeakers blare 
"ominm" over die compound, a place 
studded with temples and colossal 
statues of Buddha, Jesus and Mr. 
Bourdin. The "omnim" may now stop. 

The sect leader. 73, has sent out mes- 
sages tiiat he plans to renounce his title of 
messiah and will blow the stanies up. 

"We are fed up with the searches and 
repeated tax inspections,' ' a spokesman 
for the guru said. "If France does not 
want us, we will not commit suicide but 
we will go somewhere else." 

His is one of die groups feeling the 
jnessure from the French govermnem as 
it begun what it calls a delicate mis- 
sion: to scnitinize the sects and cults 
sheading in the counOy wrtfaout inter- 
fering Midi personal and leiigious free- 
dom. 

Many see this widely photogra]died 
group, with its lotus teiiqiles and chant- 
mg monks and nuns, as just an oddity. 
More dimirbiDg axe the satanic sects 
that in recent days have rampaged 
throng the cemeteries of four cities, 
pulling bodies from graves in Toulon 
and Dunkuic. Two other cemeteries 
have been defaced with anti-Chxistian 
graffiti and t<Knb crosses have been 
broken or turned upside down.

The Pachinko Caper: Magnetic Card Forgeries

The pachinko cai^ echoes far 
beymo JmatL serving as a cau- 
tionary tale as the world moves 
toward digital ca^, with money 
reduced to tmes and zeros on a card 
or m a computer. It could be far 
easier to manipulate comfxner 
co^ than to fo 6 a bank or make 
counterfeit bills. 

The forged pachinko cards were 
*’an almost endless source of 
mcmey,’* lamented hfinoru Ma- 
kihara, president of NfitsubishL Its 
Nippmi Leisure Card Srotem Co. 
piMted losses of 55 t^on yen 
($5093 million). Mitsubishi itself, 
\riiich owned 19 percent of die 
card conqtany, set aside 5 billion 
yen to cover its share of tiie 
losses. 

Sumitomo was luckier because 
its pgrfiinWx card subsidiary, Nip- 
pon Game Card Co., fociis^ on 


Osaka vidiile the forgers congreg- 
ated in Tokyo. Nippon Game Cw 
posted a loss of 8 billion yro, small 
that Sumitomo grill man- 
aged to turn a profit for the last 
financial year. 

The losses show the risks Ja- 
pan's cnadiiig companiM are in- 
cuning as tb^ diversiiy. Their tza- 
ditimol business is diminishing 
with Japanese companies now able 
to handle i mp o rtin g and exporting 
themselves.

Lean and Mean in India

BOMBAY — Sales at India’s top 350 companies 
rose an aver^ 24 percent in the financial year that 
ended in June, even as domestic interest rates climbed 
to 19 percent. 

De^te few signs dial interest rates will decline, 
foreign portfbtio mvestors have pumped $1.5 billion 
into mdda, dririog tm die Bombay Senritive Index 36 
percent in die past KMir months. 

Confused? Economists say India’s surprising cor- 
iiaie buoyancy is die result of changes in the way 
conqieiiies and consumers are spending and 
saving money. 

These changes stem from 
India’s five-year-old eco- 
nomic reform program, 
whidi are transforming the 
country’s centrally planned 
ecoooiny into amore capital- 
efrident and cousumer-driv- 
eQ(Mie. 

On the cotporaie side, manage^ too, are saving 
mme.

“Much of this saving comes from de-

As companies improve efficiency, consumers are 
driving up sales. During the past year Indian con- 
sumers went on a spending spree, driving up sales of 
automobiles, scooters, computers, and telephones 
anywhere between 35 percent to SO percenL 
The downturn in India's real estate and equity 
markets in 1995 is cited by econtMnists as one factor 
behind the spending spree, causing families to turn 
away from long-term investments to personal lux- 
uries. The other factor is the entry of foreign mul-

Crude oil prices, which constitute rougMy 40 per- 
cent of India a total import bill, were not rai^ by the 
government throughout 1995, despite the increasing 
cost of foreim oil as the Indian rupee depilated. 

In ^ite of bumper crops in sugar and edible oils in 
1995, the government imported millions of tons of 
both items to hold prices down. 

Even so, economisis predict that corporate earn- 
ings will wane and inflation will almost certainly rise 
in the year ahe^ 

But even if growth slows, economists are hopeful 
that coporato thriftiness arid consumer enthusiasm 
are habhs unlikely to vanish from the Indian economy 
ovemigbL

The loumament started, as is the cus- 
tom tiiese days, wife a flurry of cards. No 
sooner had the final whistle blown on tiie 
openbg games, however, than die 
coaches and players started bleating that 
tile referees were being too tough. 

Berti Vogts, the German coach, led 
fee way. His team had received six 
yellow cards fiom David EUeray, an 
English referee, in its opening game 
against Russia. 

If a player receives a red card or two 
yellow cai^ in a game, he is ejected and 
misses the next game. If he receives a 
yellow card in one game and a second in 
a later game, he is suspended for the 
following game. 

If teams went on receiving yellow 
cards at tbe EUeray rate, they would 
struggle to field 11 players by fee 
quait^nals. The truth is that the Ger- 
mans deserved every one of fee'u six 
cards. If tiiey, or any of the Other teams, 
cheat, they should pay a price. 

Managers and players have been ac- 
custcmitt to leaking the laws of the 


game. It bas becewne embedded in tiieir 
culture, which is why any change wiU be 
painful. Soccer has become like bas- 
ketbaU. where fouling is part of the 
strategy. But persistent fouling in soccer 
is much more destructive. It descry 
attacking play and it destroys attacking 
players. 

The first problem is systematic tack- 
ling from behind. FIFA the governing 
body of world soccer, has rul^ that if a 
tackier makes any contact from the rear, 
he should receive a yellow card. 

They want to ensure that tb^ are no 
more casualties like Marco Van Basten. 
Van Basten, the best attacker in fee 
world, should have been on i&play in 
Euro 96. Instead, be retired last year at 
fee age of 30 because of ankle injuries. 

Van Basten was no saint himself — 
indeed his first ankle injury was a result 
of a foul he committed — but he might 
still be playing if he Ited not been kicked 
and kicked and kicked again by men 
who could not match his skills. 

Airigo Sacchi, fee Italian manager, 
has been ridiculed for resting his strikers 
against fee Czechs. He said he wanted to 
make sure his top players were fit for the 
later stages of fee toumamenL lire Itali- 
ans lost and won’t be involved in the 
later stages of tbe tournament, but 
watching the Czech defense at work, it 
was easy to understand his thinking.

Hitler last week. As the team 
owners said in a fornial state- 
ment, “^en your business 
has troubles as bad as ours, 
who needs to mess around 
with Der Fafuet?" 

So saying, they persuaded 
Marge Schott, majority owner 
of the Gncinnati Reds, to give 
up control of her business. In a 
flagrant exercise of die First 
Amendment, Schott had 
spoken well of the early Hitler.

Most of the Nazi leaders 
were hopelessly ignorant of 
ba^ball. as we discover in the 
Hitler ^e. Hermarm Goring, 
ieing the great collector arid 
chief looter in the Nazi hier- 
archy. apparently wanted a 
b^ball signed by Babe 
Ruth. 

In a note to Hitler the pro- 
paganda chief. Joseph 
Goebbels. wrote that Goring 
was writing to a woman in 
enemy America. Impressions 
in Goring's desk blotter, said 
Goebbels, showed that a note 
had been sent to a New York 
woman named Babe Ruth. 

Totally ignorant of baseball. 
Goebbels advised Hider to 
turn Goring over to the 
Gest^x) and explain his cor- 
re^xmdence "with this Amer- 
ican Mata Hari." 

Hider. who was soft on Cor- 
ing, was "delighted," he 


wrote in a note to Eva Braun, 
to show his "superior know- 
ledge of American culture to 
Goebels." 

"1 told him that Babe Ruth 
was the name of an American 
candy and that Hermann, who 
has a sweet tooth, was jnob- 
ably ordering some iiom New 
York.” Hiller wrote. 

We now know, of course, 
what coring was really up to.

Goring apparendy hoped to 
meet Babe Ruth once the 
Wehnnacht occupied New 
York and to impreb the Yan- 
kee slugger by smacking a 
few batting-practice pitches 
out of the p^. Babe Ruth, he 
hoped, would be impressed 
enough to sign a baseball, thus 
making it unnecessary to loot 
the Baseball HaU of Fame. 

The baseball owners' dis- 
taste for Hider reminds us that 
baseball and Adolf once had 
something in common. Hider 
became furious because a 
black American sprinter, 
Jesse Owens, beat the flower 
of Aryan athletics in the 1936 
Berlin Olympics. Such an 
emba/Tassment could not 
have happened that year to 
major lea^e baseball own- 
ers. They simply didn't let 
blacks play.

Andrew Lloyd \^bber, the Savior of Churches

N ew YORK — Sir Andrew 
Lloyd Webber, the fin de 
si^le Pdoh-Bah of Popular Cul- 
ture, was putting the finishing 
touches on a column for Tfie Daily 
Telegraph of London the other day, 
whizzing past the Burne-Jones 
painting that hovers above the cir- 
cular staircase in his duplex at 
Tnimp Tower. 

Hie subject, of the hour and the 
colunm, was one that has transfixed 
him since boyhood, when he would 
cany around his taitered copy of T. 
Brands Butnpus's, * 'Guide to Lon- 
don Churches (Volume 2 — Vic- 
torian)." annotations feverishly 
scribbled in the margins. 

Speak to Sir Andrew of braised 
oxu^ (he moonlights as a res- 
taurant reviewer), and there is raiv 
ture. But speak to Sir Andrew about 
churches, especially Victorian — 
he owns one of the world's great 
Victorian art collections — and the 
composer and one-man musical 
conglomenaie gives the impression 
of a cork popping.

A pilot project 
was the Bevis Marks Synagogue, 
built in London in 1701 and i&n- 
aged twice by nearby bombings by 
the frish Republican Army. 

As Americans contemplate the 
torching of black churches in the 
South, the wrenching question of 
church security looms large in the 
national consciousness in the 
United States.
